INFANTILE PARALYSIS DEATHS
AND CASES IN NEW YORK GAIN

Thirty-five Little Ones Die; 1560 More
Attacked

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Deaths In the In-
fantile paralysis epidemioc broke all records
in the 24 hours ending at 10 n, m, today
The number of new cases nlso Inereasod
materially,

There waro 87 deaths and 150 new cases,
As agninst 35 deaths and 132 new canes the
day before. The total deaths now npum-
ber 892,

While the children of tha city are dying
by the score, the physiclans to whom the resl-
denta look to chack the epldemic are dis-
puting as to the effleacy of the Adrenalin
treatment advoeated by Dr, 8 J. Malizer,
of Rockefellsr Institute. Doapite the fact
that one baby has been discharged as cured
from the New York Throat, Nose and Lung
Hospital and 30 othera are awalting only
cfficin]l discharge to return to thelr homes,
Health Department physiclans refuss to
admit that adrenalin may be regarded as
D oure,

Eftorts to learn from these phymiclanas
why thoy are reluctant to admit that adre-
nalln may be used with good results have
been fruitiess thus far, They are unable
o suggost any remedy, confessing them-
selves baffled by the disease.
